VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE 
FOR WOMEN 

Sarah G Blandlng. dean ol wo- 
men, assisted by her staff and by 
faculty and town women outstand- 
ing in various professional fields. Is 
inaugurating, this semester, a plan 
of vocational guidance for women 
students of the university At the 
flrM semester registration period co- 
eds were given blank forms on 
which to indicate their vocational 
Interests; this month interviews are 
being arranged between women stu- 
dents and advisers selected on a 
basis of the co-eds' interests. Al- 
though the guidance program is in 
its experimental stages, records will 
be kept of Its successes and Its fail- 
ures and there will come a time 
when it will be highly valuable both 
to Incoming and to matriculating 
students. 
Individual placement has long 
I been a problem to college officials 
I throughout the country. It is for this 
; reason that we have entrance test- 
' lng. Last month the Association of 
' Kentucky Colleges and Universities 
recommended and approved a stan- 
dardization of such testing. Under 
in extension of this plan individual 
placement would finally revert to 
the secondary schools where It be- 
longs. 

The individual placement plan is 
a good one. but it does not go far 
enough. It Is too generalized. This 
is especially so with reference to 
women students. Educational facil- 
ities in the past have been more 
idapted to the occupations of men 
than of women The courses of 
study and preparation for men stu- 
dents have been outlined and are 
fairly stable. It is comparatively re- 
cent that women have broadened 
and extended their paths of en- 
deavor Co-eds having only a 
vague and generalized idea of that 
work for which they are best fit- 
ted lose the present opportunity for

It was an Inspired team that took 
the floor against Coach Adnlph 
Rtipp's sick Conference-leading 
squad It was Inspiring ball that 
thev played to beat a team that had 
not lost on Its own floor In two 
years The Kentucky team was ex- 
tremely handicapped by the ill- 
nesses of Forest "Aggie" 8ale and 
John De Molsey. who. although 
they were able to play for a few 
If he doesn't break | minutes In each half, were so far 
his neck he -will be | out of condition that their play ex- 
cept for one occasion was of little 
help 

With just six minutes to play be- 
fore the end of the game, and the 
Bilts with a lead of one point De 
Moisey was sent In for Sale Two 
"twist" shots by this lanky sopho- 
more and n free throw put Kentuc- 
ky out Into a lead of 29 to 25: a 
lead which the Cats might have 
been able to hold had it not been 
for Hugglns. Vanderbllt forward 
Tills opponent who alone counter- 
ed 15 points of his team's points, 
followed the example of De Molsey 
and tossed in two of the neatest 
one-handed shots of the game. A 
free-throw by Graham pave Van- 
derbllt a lead of one point With 
but a minute to play.
